Herman Southall. Representative 
f om Christian county, offered an 
amendment to House bill 37, intro- 
duced by him some time axo, and pro- 
viding for the election of white trus- 
tees for white schools and colored 
triteea for colored schools.

STOCK, CROP AND FARM NOTES 



T— At Bowling Green on court day \ 
mules sold at $175 to $250. One extra 
good one brought $275. 

— Mr. H. N. Rankin, of Carlisle, 
bought ten horses in Paris; shipped 21 
horses to the Kedhorn, Pa , market. 
He snld nine horses Saturday in Paris 
to Whaley and Fritz who shipped a 
carload to Quarry ville, Pa., market. 

—Believing that an tnlire herd of 
cattle at the Arkansas Hospital for 
the Insane was affected with tuber- 
culosis, the State Buard for Charitable 
Institutions has ordered seventy-six 
head to be slaughtered. 

—Stock hogs in Hardin county are a 
scarcity and the price thereof is at an 
aeroplane heighth. A bunch of 50 sold 
at 8 l-2c. Some of the d« alers in this 
class of hogs are even asking 9 and 10 
cents, says a dispatch. 

—Farmers are preparing their plant 
beds for burning and before lonjr tr e 
smoke of the burning will bp seen in 
many directions. It is gen rally be- 
lieved the crop will be a large one, 
though some counties ri pen t that the 
average will be smaller il » n last year. 
It is likely that considerai le quantities 
will be raised in some of the mountain 
counties this year. But little has yet 
been said about pooling the crop but 
that will come up later. If the pooled 
crop now cn hand is sold to good ad- 
vantage within a reasonable time, 
another pool will be firmed, but if 
not, it will be a hard matter to form 
another pool. 

— =The porker appears to be on the 
way to $10 per hundred pounds, a price 
not touched since the Civil War. At 
the Bourbon Stock Yards in Louisville 
Tuesday the best grade of begs 
broughtl$9.20 a hundred, an advance of 
five cents over Monday, and twenty 
cents over last week. Last week togs 
touched the $9 mark, after having 
made bids for it several limes the lat- 
ter part of last year, and during the 
month of January. * 

It is just a simple case of supply and 
demand. Meat boycotts and the ob- 
servance of Lent are not sufficient to 
offset the shoitage. The hogs are, not 
in the country, for if thev were, pres- 
ent prices would bring them to mar- 
ket. Stocks of provisions at leading 
packing centers are less than one half 
what they were a year ago. At this 
season of the year, stocks of provisions 
show large increases. During the 
month of January the increase was less 
than one-half of that in Januaty a 
year ago. 

The farmer has been selling his corn 
because it was more profitable than 
feeding it to hogs. The remedy lies in 
the production of hogs. It is under- 
stood that at present prices, it is more 
profitable to feed corn to hogs, but at 
that it will take time to increase pro- 
duction. 

Leading packers are predic ing still 
higher prices and one is quoted as say- 
ing that hams will be selling at twenty 
cents before summer rolls around.

This might be remedied by a 
change in the administration of the 
present law, and if necessary of the 
Statute law. If real estate is practi- 
cally assessed at a fraction of its val- 
ue. so may notes, bonds and money. 

The Constitutional requirement of tax- 
ation at a fair cash value is no more 
obligatory on notes, bonus and money 
than it is cn real estate. The main 
thing required by justice in taxation is 
equality of burden and the burdens cf 
real estate and other forms of capital 
should be equalized, and that is the 
very essence and spirit of the present 
Constitutional requirement. We do 
not claim that the present statutory and 
constitutional system is ideal— and 
the statutory ar.d administration part 
mightbe materially improved— but it is 
certainly a bulwark and defense 
against the cohorts of special interests 
which in so many ether cases have got- 
ten control of the power of taxation. 

A revision of the statute laws, to pre- 
vent double taxation and to provide a 
better and more perfect equalization 
of the assessments of thevaiious forms 
of property, would certainly remedy 
most or all of the evils of the execu- 
tion of the revenue laws of the State. 

Surely to throw down all the bulwarks 
of the Constitution in favor of equal 
taxation in defense of the plain tax- 
payers and subject the revenue laws to 
the assaults of the special interests 
who can employ counsel and lobbyists, 
is not wise. 

Again if they propose to take taxes 
off of personal property, tben the bur- 
den on real estate must necessarily te 
increased. One reason why taxes :p 
cities are so high is that tne citizens 
•ire provided with many conveniences, 
and also there is great extravagance

Circuit Judges Get a Raise. 

The seccnl bill to pass both Houses 
was liie measure allowing Circuit 
Judges $1,200 a year additional salary 
and requiring them to hold court for 
ary judge who may be disqualified or 
ill. The bill passed the House Wed- 
j nesday morning after some discussion 
j and after it had been made a special 
I order. 

i lhe bill has already passed the Sen- 
ate and as soon it is enrolled ic will 
be ready for the Governor to sign tr 
veto, as he sees proper. The bill does 
away with special judges and requires 
circuit judges to hold court in any dis- 
trict where the regular judge is unable 
to sit, for any reason, without extra 
compensation. The Governor shall 
designate one of the Circuit Judges to 
i sit in any county where a judge is 
needed. 

In the House the members again re- 
fused to make the county unit bill a 
i special otder. lhe motion had a ma- 
i jority of the votes, but did not have 
{ the necessray two-thirds. The vote 
. was 53 to 30.
